DIOCESE or EXETER, & 


THE Dioceſe of Exeter extends itſelf with a very few exceptions, which 
will be noted as they occur, throughout the Counties of Devon and 
Cornwall, the bounds of which it no-where exceeds. The See, which is 
compoſed of thoſe of Devon, formerly held at Tawton near Barnſtaple, and 
_ afterwards at Crediton or Kyrton in that County, and of Cornwall, for- 
merly held at Bodmyn, and afterwards at St. Germain's in Cornwall, Was 
conſolidated by Canute, and finally removed to Exeter by Edward the Con- 
feſſor, about the year of our Lord 1049 ; and Leofric was conſtituted and 
with great pomp and ſolemnity inaugurated the firſt Biſhop. 
It is divided into four ſubordinate Juriſdictions or Archdeaconries, Exeter, 
Cornwall, Totnes or Totton, Barnſtaple or Barum, l 
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The Archdeaconries are again ſubdivided into Deaneries : : 


The Archdeaconry of Breren contains the Deaneries of Ahle bart Cad. 
P bury, Chriſtianity or Exeter, DO. Dunsford, . Kenne, Plym- 
tree, and 77 roerton. 


In the Archdeaconry of Toryxs or Torro are the Deaneries of Holſ- 
worthy, Ipplepen, Moreton, ws ae as T. amerion, Taviſtock, Torten or Totnes, 
and Woodlergh. | 


The Archdeaconry of BAR NSTA PL contains the F of Barum or 
Barnſtaple, Chumleigh, Hertland, Shirwell, Southmolton and 7 orrington. 
© Theſe three Archdeaconries are within the County of Devon. 


'T he whole County of Co (with exception to the Juriſdiction of the 
Deanery of Sf. Burien conſtitutes the fourth Archdeaconry, and contains 
the Deaneries of Eaſt, Kerier, Funn. . Pyaar, Trigge Major, 
Trigge Minor, and Weſt. 


The Deanery of St. Buren is ſituated at the South-Weſt extremity of the 
County of Cornwall; is an Exempt and Royal Juriſdiction, acknowledging 
no other Viſitor but the King, and includes the three pariſhes of St. Burien, 
St. Levan, and Sennan; and the Dean thereof hath the ſole Juriſdiction in 
all Eccleſiaſtical matters, and from his Decrees and Sentences an appeal : 
lies to the King i in Council. 


The SCILLY Teravps, ad; lie at YO diſtance Weſt 1 the Land- 8 End 
in Cornwall, affect to deny the Juriſdiction of the See of Exeter, as well as 


that- of the Archdeacon of Cornwal/; but they have ſubmitted in many in- 
ſtances to both: :—the preſent Rector of St. Mary's, the principal Iſland, has 


accepted a deputation as Surrogate from the Vicar General; and in ſhort. 
their diſtance ſeems to be the principal if not the only ſupport of their claim.

To this may be added the Peculiars under the juriſdiction of the Dean and 

Chapter, ſolely and without any concurrence to prove Wills, &c. as was 
" ſettled and agreed upon by a formal Compoſition made between the Biſhop, 
Dean and Chapter, and Archdeacons of the Dioceſe of Exeter, in the Ver 8 
of our Lord 1616. In this the Peculiars are ſpecified, and the exerciſe of 
Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction 1 is confined for ever to the limits of each; the only 

| i | difference is, that the Archdeacons do not hear and determine Cauſes, (tho' : 
they prove Wills, and grant Letters of Adminiſtration, ) without the concur- 
rent e of the Biſhop. 
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The very antient and very uſeful office of Dean Rural is preſerved in 
this Dioceſe: The Buſineſs of this Officer is to viſit the Churches, Chapels, 
Parſonage and Vicarage Houſes, within his Deanery ; to ſee whether the 
Edifices be kept i in due and decent repair, and the Churches and Chapels pro- 
vided with proper furniture, utenſils and ornaments, and to report to the Vicar 
General, or, within the Archdeaconry of Cornwall, to the Archdeacon by 
Compoſition but the Archdeacon is finally to report to the Vicar-General. 

For this purpoſe the Clergy of each Deanery, at their annual viſitations, elect 
one of their body ( generally by rotation), who takes an oath before the Vicar- 
General, or one of his Surrogates, for the due execution of his office. The 
advantages reſulting from this office are exemplified by conſtant experience : 
The Houſes of the Clergy are, In general, kept in very good order, and Briefs 
for the rebuilding or repair of Churches, ſo frequent in other parts ou the 
5 Kingdom, are here almoſt without an example.

The Cathedral Church is dedicated to Sr. Peter. Its antient conſtitution 
was with a Dean and twenty Prebendaries---the Dean always included in that 
number. For ſome centuries paſt, eight of theſe Prebendaries have been 
called to reſidence, from whence they take the name of Canons Refudentiary.--- 
Vacancies are fill'd up by election by the Chapter. Theſe eight, with the 
Dean, conſtitute the Chapter, and have the government of the Cathedral 
Church and its appendages and peculiars. They have alſo the diſpoſal of the 
ſeveral benefices in the gift of the Church, the nominations to which they 
divide by lots called balls. On any revolution in the Chapter (by the death 
or removal of a member, and again on the admiſſion of a new member into 
fall right there is a ſortition of theſe balls; and on any benefice becoming 
vacant in the Church liſt, the Canon in whoſe ball it happens to be, names 
his clerk, and on his nomination the Chapter preſent. The new member 
has no right in theſe balls for the firſt or dead year ; which being completed, 


he enters into full-right, and ſhares every thing with _ brethren z the 
ordinary juriſdiction is in the Dear.
